The resolution suggested that 
world Jews would react against

No companies were named in 
the resolution. One large Eu- 
ropean airline has ceased using 
Lydda airport while it has in- 
creased service to Arab states 
“to gain favor with the Arabs,” 
congress officials said Israe!

ropean radio company as the 
result of Arab threats, they 
added, and some oil tankers 
have refused to carry cargo in- 
to the Israeli port of Haifa 

Resolution on Soviet Union. 

4A resolution on the Soviet 
Union, which has been the sub- 
ject of heated committee dis- 
cussion, finally emerged in com- 
promise form—a mixture of 
kind words and condemnation.

The resolution expressed 
“deep concern for the fate” of 
many Zionists “who still lan- 
guish in Soviet prisons.” 

It urged the Soviet Union to 
release all the prisoners and 
let them emigrate to Israel.

RIOT FOLLOWED 
‘RED PATTERN,’ 
RHEE AIDS SAY

SEOUL, May 7 (AP)—Presi- 
dent Syngman Rhee’s govern- 


ment charged yesterday that 
the Saturday demonstration in 
which South Korean police 
killed one man was a “Commu- 
nist pattern” riot plotted by 
opposition elements. 

Ten police were hurt and two 
damonstrators wounded by po- 
lice gunfire during the disturb- 
ance outside Rhee’s_ hillside 
mansion. 

There still was no comment 
from Rhee or his liberal party 
on the event which touched off 
the riot—the death early Sat- 
urday of P. H. Shinicky of the 
Democratic party, principal op- 
ponent to Rhee’s third-term bid 
in the May 15 national election. 
Shinicky, 61, died of a cerebral 
hemorrhage during a campaign 
tour. 

A government statement said 
it was “okvious that the riot 
was staged under instructions 
of anti-government elements of 
the opposition party.”

persons arrested would be 
‘placed on public trial.” 


It was part of Nehru’s argu- 
ment that popular support for 
the West could never be won 
through the shipment of arms 
to regimes that held power over 
underdeveloped peoples largely 


by force. The arms shipments, 
in Nehru’s view, would be in- 
terpreted as supporting the 


forces of oppression. 

This, it is feared, is the doc- 
trine Nehru will preach against 
an American sounding Hoard. A 
request has already been made 
for him directly to the White 
House for time on television 
and radio networks for a speech 
to the American people. It was 
pointed out that such a privilege 
was accorded to Prime Minister 
Anthony Eden during his visit 
in February and, therefore, 
Nehru feels that he too should 
have it. 

It is clear from all this, as 
Henderson understands very 
well, that there will be great 
pressure to let the Baghdad 
pact die or to reduce it to an 
economic agreement. 

But Henderson and others 
who feel strongly about the 
need for a tangible means of 
guaranteeing the indepeydence 
of these border states believe 
they have enlisted the support 
of Secretary of State John 
Foster Dulles for the long term 
growth of the Middle. East al- 
liance. This cannot be done by 
mere words. It calls for a con- 
tinuing and considerable effort 
on the part-of both Britain and 
the United States.

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For Speedier Justice 

Congressional authorization of 20 more federal 
judges will not clear all congested dockets. This 
was recognized at a special session of the judi- 
cial conference—made up of the Chief Justice of 
the United States and the chief judges of the 
Circuit Courts of Appeal. It has just published 
ils recommendations that: 


1. Federal judges limit their annual vaca- 
tion to one month if ‘judicial business is 
not on a current basis,” and 

2. That the chief judges of district and 
circuit courts step aside at the age of 70, 
not necessarily to leave the bench but to 
turn over administrative work to younger 
men. A resolution calling for legislation to 
this effect is under consideration. 


These decisions are in line with the finding 
of last year’s judicial conference that some 
dockets are so crowded that it takes several 
vears to bring a case to trial. That is not a 
healthy condition in the courts. In criminal 
cases it means a denial of speedy justice. In 
civil cases it means an inordinate burden on 
litigants. 

So judges were urged to spend longer hours 
on the bench and to be more circumspect about 
vacations. That admonition now has been under- 
scored. State judges might also take it to heart. 
The law’s delays never have enhanced respect 
for the law.

Comes the Echo, ‘Broken Faith’ 

What must surely be one of the: strangest 
charges of breach of faith on record is being 
made in connection with the controversial Echo 
Park dam project. That project would have in- 
vaded the Dinosaur National Monument and set 
a bad precedent for exploiting national pre- 
serves. It was finally removed from the Upper 
Colorado River Development Project and the 
enactment of that piece of legislation was thus 
assured, Even so, some conservationists charged 
that proponents of Echo Park meant to sneak 
the project back into the development program 
later, but their feeling was generally dismissed 
as an unworthy suspicion. 

Subsequently a plan has evolved to turn Dino- 
Saur into a national park. The director of the 
National Park Service, Conrad Wirth, declares 
the region of “national park caliber.” Bills have 
been introduced in the House to add 27,000 
acres to the monument and make it a park. And 
now Senator Watkins of Utah has set up a long

and outraged howl. The proposed change in 
Dinosaur's status, says he, would forever prevent 
restoration of Echo. Park to the Upper Colorado 
program. He urges maintenance of the existing 
status pending a study of alternate sites. 

One unquestionable fact emerges. There need 
no longer be any question whether Echo Park 
proponents mean to try sneaking their project 
back in.

Why Now, Mr. Powell? 


House DemocYatic leaders and Representative 
Adam Powell of New York are getting ready for 
a showdown on the school aid bill. The leader- 
ship will try its best to pass a bill authorizing 
federal funds for school construction without 
strings, and Congressman Powell will try his 
best to attach an amendment withholding such 
funds from any schoo] district that has not made 
a start toward integration. 

If Congressman Powell wins, and his amend- 
ment is still on the bill when it comes before 
the Senate, there is every prospect that school 
aid will be filibustered to death. That, in view 
of the acute need for federally aided school con- 
struction in many parts of the country, would 
be a tragedy. 

Why do Mr. Powell and other opponents of 
segregation persist in a course that seems so 
certainly destined to kill school aid? Their prin- 
cipal argument is, in effect, that the courts and 
the Executive branch cannot be relied upon to 
withhold districts 
which defy the Supreme Court's school segrega-

tion decision. Only Congress, they say in sub- 
stance, can accomplish this end; without a Pow- 
ell amendment, feceral funds will be used to 
support evasion of the law of the land. 

We cannot believe that this is true. We be- 
lieve that both the courts and the Executive 
branch will do their utmost to make the Su- 
preme Court opinion a reality in as short a time 
as practicable. We believe that in the long run 
the principle of the Powell amendment will be 
established, but that legislation is not require’ 
to establish it. 

This opinion may, of course, be wrong, and 
the backers of the Powell amendment are free 
to disagree 3ut they cannot, it seems to us, 
give any strong reason why their strings’ must 
be attached to the school aid bill at this time. 

At best it will be four or five years before 
the school aid program can get into operation 
Why not wait until the funds have really begun 
to flow, before trying to attach an anti-segrega- 
tion rider? Why not wait and find out whether 
the courts and the Executive fail to uphold the 
Supreme Court decision, before rushing in to 
uphold it by legislation now’ 

The course of common sense is clear. First 
pass the school aid bill. First establish the prin- 
ciple of federal aid. First get the program in 
operation. After all this, it will be time enough 
to consider the segregation issue

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Hooks and Slices 

As President Eisenhower left his office for 
the golf course the other day, a small green 
paper-back entitled “Oh, No!” arrived in our 
office. The two events had much in common. 
“If you groan ‘Oh, No!’ after half the shots 
you make on a golf course,” said the au- 
thor, a week-end golfer named Milt Rappoport, 
“this practical book was written for you.” 

While we are not aware that Golfer Eisen- 
hower ever groaned “Oh, No'” we do recall that 
he is something of a wild man off the tee. Put- 
ting two and two together, it occurred to us that 
Mr. Rappoport's little volume might contain a 
message or two of benefit to Mr. Eisenhower. 

We first examined the chapter on “slicing,” a 
fault from which Golfer Eisenhower occasionally 
suffers. A slice is a terrific curve to the right— 
usually into impenetrable woods, deep rough or 
out-of-bounds—and it is enough to make even the 
most mild-mannered practitioner exclaim “Oh, 
No!” Mr. Rappoport offered all kinds of sugges- 
tions on how to cure a slice, but the alternative 
that’ appealed to us was this: “Either go to a 
pro for a lesson or learn to love it.” 

Hooking. is another fault that the President 
has been known to exhibit. A hook is a sharply- 
breaking curve to the Ieft, and it is a shot to be 
avoided—especially if a fence or lake parallels 
the left side of the fairway. A lot of balls are 
lost that way. 

A severe hook is horrible to behold, so, per- 
haps we had best move on to other subjects: 
topping, scuffing, shanking and toeing, all of 
which must be familiar pitfalls to the Pres- 
ident. On second thought, the less said about 
them the better. 

In fact, that goes for this whole business of 
ruined shots and skyrocketing scores, and we 
suspect the President would agree.

Country's Divided Conscience 


Weeks of heart-searching in the Cabi- 
net reflect the division of conscience in 
the country: The feeling that France 
faces her “last chance” struggles with 
the suspicion that this is just another 
colonial war in disguise. The dissent- 
ing Ministers ‘all of whom approved 
the dispatch of conscripts to Algeria) 
have given the Government a month's 
grace to modify its policy before they 
resign, 

The future of French, and Western, 
relations with all of North Africa de- 
pends on the outcome of the debate. 

The first aim is to reverse the cur 
rent, up to now in the rebels’ favor, 
and to pacify at least parts of Algeria 
zone by zone. Fair elections would be 
held in the pacified areas, beginning on 
a municipal basis and later proceeding 
to the election of Algerian deputies, 
probably to the French Assembly, with 
whom would be negotiated the statute 
that would “permanently” decide Alge- 
ria’s future. The statute would recog- 
nize Algeria’s separate “personality” 
but not its independence. 

The two main criticisms have both 
come from the Left. The first, formu- 
lated by the Communists, by neutral- 
ists, and by Socialists like Gaston De- 
ferre, the Minister for Overseas Terri- 
tories, is that the Government was 
elected to negotiate a peace and ought 
to do so. The reply is that there are no 
“valid spokesmen” of the Algerian peo- 
ple with whom to negotiate, and that 
the rebels are asking for independence, 
which “no government could accept.” 


Mendes-France’s Criticism 


It is maintained that a mere 15,000 
rebels are terrorizing the 8,000,000 
Algerians, for whom they cannot speak; 
only elections can provide “valid spokes- 
men." These views are sincerely held. 

Yet they would not have prevailed 
by themselves; only the presence there 
of a million and a quarter Europeans 
can justify the raising of conscripts. 
The settlers are too numerous and too 
close to French hearts to be left to the 
Moslents. 

The second line of criticism {s most 
authoritatively represented by M. 
Mendes-France To this group, too, 
negotiation is the aim, but it holds that 
the Government must first break the 
settlers’ stranglehold on administration 
in order to convince the Moslems that 
the French mean to respect their rights.

But he also says that his policy goes as 
far as is possible without arousing the 
settlers as well as the Moslems 

“We cannot have both on our backs 
at the same time,” especially, he argues 
since the agrarian reforms which he 
proposes will hit some settlers hard 

These will include the expropriatior 
for the benefit of landless Moslems o! 
holdings bigger than 120 acres which 
are held to be capable of irrigation 

Yet pacification is a gamble. M. La 
coste himself has given his policy only 
five months in which to reverse the 
trend of events: If the Moslem holy, 
war of liberation goes on beyond the 
five months, the Westward-looking re 
gimes in Morocco and Tunisia may be 
disastrously undermined. 


If the Gamble Is Lost 


In France itself it is hard to imagine 
public opinion being prepared to face 
“another Indochina.” There is the risk 
that the French would then be com 
pelled once again to accord independ 
ence under duress 

Were the gamble lost, the best hope 
for the preservation of the Govern 
ment and the regime would be the 
growth in the center parties of a wil! 
ingness to grant Algeria nationhood 
M. Mollet could find backing for such a 
policy only by seeking Communist sup 
port. 

It is restriction of the French Gov. 
ernment’s field of vision which is alarm 
ing. It would be unrealistic to ask the 
Government to grant Algeria independ- 
ence now. Such a policy would split 
France down the middle and lead to 
the formation, possibly in blood «and 
certainly in bad blood, of a Popular 
Front. In Algeria, seitlers would take 
the law into their own hands 

Yet it is now impossible to envisage a 
future status for Algeria other than in 
some form of federalism or independ 
ence. Moslem blood is up, and Moslem 
imagination has been captured by vi 
sions of a federated North Africa. If 
Paris is ever to catch up with the A) 
gerian Moslems’ mood, it will need to 
advance some proposition that will cap 
ture their imagination equally. Some 
federal proposal that would include 
France might not be impossible. 


Lack of Political Sense 


The political obstacles are enormous, 
the economic ones little less great so 
long as it continues to be European en- 
terprise that provides the bulk of the 
revenue. But some such solution must 
be sought if the French are not to in- 
sist on a degree of privilege for the 
Europeans that would make agreement 
with the Moslems impossible. 

One of the main stumbling-blocks in 
Algeria is the lack of political sense 
both in the rebels and in the settlers. 
But in France, too, latent hysterias 
would be reduced if real French inter- 
ests were defined more coolly. 

The technical superiority of the set- 
tlers is such that their future is assured 
if prolonged and bitter war does not 
carry race hatreds beyond the point of 
no return. The same can be Said of 
French commerce, since Algeria needs 
France as a market for her wine and 
oranges, and as a source of machinery. 

Algeria is France's “last chance” only 
if the situation worsens till there is 
nothing left to salvage but hatred.

Although Edward Elgar is suffering 
some of the eclipse which customarily 
engulfs the reputation of a composer 
-0 years after his death. the best of his 
musie is still in the standard orchestral 
repertoire and his choral works are as 
popular as ever in England. There 
seems good reason to believe that Dr. 
Young’s verdict on Elgar will be en- 
dorsed by posterity, namely, that he 
was the greatest English composer 
Since Purce]}l. 

The temper of our times may have 
written off much of Elgar’s music as 
neo-Brahmsian romanticism, but ‘a 
handful of his works—‘The Enigma 
Variations,” “Falstaff,” the Violin Con- 
certo, and the Introduction and Allegro 
for Strings — are surely. destined to 
live. Dr. Young goes on to make strong- 


er claims for Elgar in his book for tea-* 


sons that appear so sound that one is 
almost persuaded. 

This biography is unquestionably the 
most authoritative of Elgar that has yet 
appeared, and should remain as the 
Standard treatment for a long time to 
come. The author had access to Elgar’s 
papers and other unpublished material, 
and has thus been able to throw fresh 
light on the man and his music.

They Help Doctors Decide 
If Children Need Treat- 
ment.

Observations by mothers of 
third-grade school children are 
a reliable ‘“‘screening instru- 
ment” for deterimning whether 
children need psychiatric care, 
a St. Louis County Health De- 
partment study indicated today. 


The report concerned 91 
children in three St. Louis 
county schools and 35 acdi- 


tional children who had been re- 
ferred to the St. Louis County 
Child Guidance Clinic. It was 
read before the American Psy- 
chiatric Association in Chicago. 

Authors were John C. Glide- 
well, director of administration 
and research -in the county 
Health Department: Ivan N. 
Mensch, head of the medical | 
psychology department, and Dr. 
Margaret C. L. Gildea, assist- 
ant clinical professor of psy- 
chiatry at Washington Univer- 
sity Schcool of Medicine. 

In the study, mothers were 
interviewed in their homes. 
They answered a questionnaire 
designed to bring out whether, 
in the mothers’ opinion, chil- 
dren had experienced difficulty 
in eating, sleeping digesting 
food or in 14 other areas in 
which symptoms of maladjust- 
ment might appear. 

The same children were clas- 
sified by their teachers and by 
psychiatric social workers in the 
school mental health program. 
The children were divided into 
four groups: (1) well-adjusted;

Morning After. 
LOUISVILLE, May 7. 

ABBATH quiet had set- 

tled upon Louisville, Traf- 

fie moved once more 
through the streets. Auto 
horns modulated to the vil- 
lainous and persistent bawling 
that is normal here, where 
drivers horn for the pure joy 
of honking. Only an occasional 
police siren screamed like a 
soul in torment. Out at 
Churchill Downs they were 
sweeping up shattered glass 
and fractured horseplayers, 
counting money and stacking 
it like cordwood—“four mil- 
lion, three hundred fifty 
thousand—four million, three 
hundred sixty .. . that’s close 
enough, a record, anyhow. 
Shove it over there.” 

For two minutes, three and 
two-fifths seconds, the eighty- 
second Kentucky Derby had 
been a horse race. Now it was 
only a starting point for argu- 
ments. Is Needles a colt of 
classic stature, or is this 
horse with a mule’s disposi- 
tion merely the best of an 
ordinary lot? Judgment will 
be reserved for a while ex- 
cept in Florida, where canoni- 
zation was completed in Feb- 
ruary. 

About the first thing a fel- 
low learns when he begins his 
education in sin is that a 
horse that can run six fur- 
longs, say, in a minute and 
eleven seconds can't neces- 
sarily beat a horse whose best 
is 1:12. Time offers a certain 
measure of quality, but horse- 
men regard ‘it as secondary to 
something they call “class.” 

This is why doubts will 
persist and debates rage over 
Needles’ winning rush through 
the last three-eighths of the 
Derby's mile and a quarter. 
Was it the smashing move 
that it seemed or were the 
leaders coming back to 
Needles, making his drive 
look better than it was? 


The Moral Issue. 


T looked wonderfully im- 
| pressive as a blur of orange 

cilk showed on the outside 
and grew bigger and bigger. 
It looked like the move made 
by Ponder in 1949 when 
Needles's sire came from last 
place to win by three lengths. 
In the last three-quarters, 
Ponder made up 19 lengths. 
He was a good horse, not 
great. Over the same dis- 
tance. Needles closed 24 
lengths 

On what probably was the 
swiftest Derby track ever— 
fillies broke track records in 
the two races immediately 
preceding this—it was the 
slowest Derby of the last 
seven. The official time for 
the last quarter was a dismal 
twenty-six and _ three-fifths 
seconds but that wasn't 
Needles's time. He was sev- 
enth at the mile, five lengths 
off the pace of Fabius. On a 
rule-of-thumb allowance of 
one length to a fifth, the win- 
ner’s closing quarter would be 
about twenty-five and three- 
fifths, not good for this track 

Still, great horses some- 
times run great races in ordi- 
nary time. Needles did what 
was asked of him. Except for 
the question of time, the only 
complaint heard regarding his 
performance was registered 
by a horseplayer on moral 
grounds 

“T didn’t like the favorite,” 


the horseplayer said, “be- 
cause he hates work and 
won't work. That is all right 
for me but immoral for 
horses.” 


A Cowpoke and His Horse. 


ORTUNATELY, the ques- 
F tions left unanswered by 

the Derby need not re- 
main unanswered. They'll be 
asked again in the Preak- 
ness and, if Needles has the 
right answers there, in the 
Belmont Stakes, too. As us- 
ual, the board of inquisition 
may have new members in 
these tests. Maybe Liz Whit- 
nev Lunn's Social Climber 
will join the panel, and per- 
haps a critter of curious 
background named Omaha 
Fox. 

Omaha Fox is owned by a 
cowpoke from the west named 
Pete Logan, who makes his 

‘living as an announcer at 
rodeos. Back in 1935 Logan 
won a Derby bet on Omaha, 
and in the manner of horse- 
players the world over he has 
had ever since a special place 
in his affections for the 
grand chestnut which took 
the Triple Crown for Belair 
Stud and Jim Fitzsimmons. 

Four years ago Logan got 
hold of a thoroughbred mare 
called Trevena that had been 
used in the show ring. He 
hauled her in a trailer out 
to Nebraska to the tiny box 
stall where Omaha lives now, 
bred her to the old boy and 
carted her along with him on 
the rodeo circuit. 

She foaled a colt with a 
striking physical resemblance 
to his old man, a bright chest- 
nut with a blazed face. The 
colt, Omaha Fox, never was 
under saddle until this year, 
when he was three. Then he 
was broken under a big West- 
ern saddle instead of the 
leather thumbnail .thorough- 
breds ordinarily carry. 


The Old Boy’s Last. 
ONFIDENT that he had a 
‘a (runner, Logan nominated 
the colt for the Derby and 
brought him on to Louisville.

Todurchi Sava sought for 


questioning in a f2.al shooting 
at a church Saturday night 
Surrenderea to the district at- 
torney today 

Sava, a 60-year-old handy- 
man, vanished after one person 
was killed and five wounded in 
a sniping attack at St. Dumi- 
trus Romanian Orthodox 
Church. 

Police found a rifle anda am- 
munition in his room in a build- 
ing across the street from the 
church. 

District Attorney Frank S. 
Hogan announced that Sava was 
placed under arrest after he 
made a statement about the 
shooting. Chief of Detectives 
James B. Leggett said Sava 
“made an admission.” 

As Sava was being taken 
from the district attorney's of- 
fice to be booked on a charge 
of homicide, reporters asked, 
“Did you do the shooting?” 

“Yes, I shoot.” he replied 
“Sure I do. But I wanted to 
scare. I didn’t want to hit.” 

Asked why he shot, Sava 
said 

“I'm 30 vears in this coun- 
trv. For life, for liberty. I did 
it for America.” 

A voliey of shots scattered a 
throng of 400 worshipers gath- 
ering outside the church tor 
midnight services in celebration 
of the Eastern Orthodox Easter. 

The shots appeared to have 
been fired at random The 
church warden, Vasih Cucula, 
66, died when a bullet struck 
him in the chest The five 
others who were hit suffered 
minor injuries. 

Whether Cucuia was the in- 
tended target was not known. 

Former Romanian Princess 
Ileana, one of the worshipers, 
said the sniper “tried to kill 
either me or the priest or both 
of us.” 

She said the sniper may have 
been “a tool of the Commu- 
nists.” “They hate the church 
and the royal family tremen- 
dously,” she added. 

The former princess is a sis- 
ter of the late King Carol of 
Romania. 

The church's priest, the Very 
Rev. Florian Galdau, was (Wice 
jailed by the Communists in 
Bucharest before coming here 
as a refugee. He said Sava 
was a “trained agent” of the 
Communists and was sent to 
make trouble 

Sava “has threatened me and 
very many others of the con- 
gregation,.” Father Galdau 
added. 

The priesa said Sava _ ob- 
jected last week to hanging 
a picture of the late Queen 
Marie of Romania in an exhi- 
bition of peasant art at the 
|church. He was not a mem- 
ber of the congregation. 

But police denied any Com- 
munist angle to the shooting. 

“Let’s not make a foreign 
intrigue drama out of this,” said 
Detective Chief James Leggett. 

Police described Sava as a 
“disgruntded dissenter” and a 
heavy drinker who had lived 
in the neighborhood of the 
church for 20 years. They said 
he rented the room across the 
Street five weeks ago.

EVERY MEETING of this 
kind and every such pronounce- 
ment by men in high office is of 
value in creating public opinion, 
in making more people con- 
scious of the value of the U.N.
